To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

The  Loddon  and  Clavering  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Report  of  the 
above  District  for  the  year  1903.  No  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
area  of  the  District.  The  Health  of  the  District  has  been  good,  although 
I  have  had  64  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  to  me,  against  47  in 
the  previous  year.  There  has  only  been  one  case  of  Enteric  Fever.  The 
Mortality  in  the  District  is  less  this  year,  being  only  158  against  169  in 
the  year  previous.  The  Mortality  in  the  Workhouse  has  been  greater 
during  the  last  year,  namely: —  17  against  12  in  the  previous  year. 
The  Deaths  from  Consumption  are  the  same  as  the  year  previous, 
namely: —  10.  The  Deaths  from  other  Chest  Complaints  are  consider¬ 
ably  less,  namely: —  9  against  21.  There  have  been  three  deaths  from 
Diphtheria. 

I  regret  to  inform  you  that  the  Population  of  the  District  is 
decreasing  very  much.  Taking  the  average  between  the  Census  of  1891 
and  that  of  1901  I  find  we  are  actually  losing  81  per  year.  I  should  like 
to  point  out  that  we  have  last  year  305  Births  registered,  and  against 
that  158  Deaths,  so  that  we  ought  to  have  an  increase  of  147,  but  instead 
of  that  we  decrease  81  per  year,  so  that  we  lose  by  migration  228,  which 
is  a  very  serious  number. 

The  whole  District  is  being  periodically  and  systematically 
inspected.  The  houses  are  fairly  habitable.  No  house  was  closed  as 
being  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  requirements  of  a  large  portion  of 
the  District  in  the  matter  of  maintaining  proper  drains  and  means  of 
disposal  of  refuse  were  frequently  under  your  consideration,  and  many 
alterations  and  improvements  were  made.  There  were  two  prosecutions 
last  year.  There  has  been  a  great  increase  of  work  during  the  past  year.
